He was clear that aside 
from being of stockyWild there was nothing exceptional about him. He was 
not unusually large or small. While saying he would not have used the 
word "youth" in describing him he did agre4 with the language od one of 
the FBI reports in that this was a young man. He says about Oswald's age. 


He claimed not to recognize any of the unknown people in the 
gtil&s from the cited fobtage. In looking at them he did not seem to pay 
special attention to any.
